When the desk was opened, I 
got the thrill of my life, for there 
were sorAe pigeon-holes marked 
in his own handwriting, "New 
Things."

- The public 
health service reported that the 
infant mortality rate had reached 
the lowest point in the nation's 
history and appeared to be 
still heading downward. 

The rate for 1945 was 38.3 
deaths under one year old per 
1,000 live births, 3.8 per cent 
lower than the rate for 1944. Pro- 
visional figures for the first 10 
months of 1946, a health service 



3.2 decrease from the same pe- 
riod of 1945. 

The maternal mortality rate 
of 2.1 per 1,000 live births for 1945 
also was a new low, showing a 
reduction of nearly 9 per cent from 
the rate of 2.3 from the previous 

The agency said one of the fac- 
tors in the lowered infant and 
maternal mortality rates was an 
increase from 1944 to 1945 in the 
proportion of babies delivered 
in hospitals. 

The infant mortality rate 
varied widely among the states 
from a 1945 low of 28.2 in Rhode 
Island and Nebraska to a high of 
100.8 in New Mexico.

Examination For Rural 
Carrier Out Of Shively 

The United States Civil Serv- 
e Commission has announced 
i examination to fill the posi- 
on of rural carrier at Shively, 
Kentucky. 
The examination will be held i 
Shively, receipt of applications 
closing on April 24, 1947. 

The date of examination will 
be stated on admission cards 
mailed to applicants after the 
closing date for receipt of appli- 
cations. 

The salary of a rural carrier 
on a standard daily route of 30 
miles is $2,020 a year, with 
additional $20 a mile a year for 
each mile or major fraction 
thereof in excess of 30 miles. 
Salaries on routes of shorter 
length or of less frequent serv- 
re proportionately lower. A 
I carrier serving one tri- 
weekly route shall be paid a sal- 
ary on the basis of a route V4 the 
length of the route served by 
him. A rural carrier serving two 
tri weekly routes shall be paid 
a salary on the basis of a route 
one-half the combined length of 
the two routes. All rural car- 
must furnish and maintain 
at their own expense all neces- 
sary vehicle equipment for the 
pompt handling of the mails, but 
they are allowed an equipment 
maintenance of 6 cents a mile 
on the basis of the daily mileage 
scheduled (this amount to $549 
per year for a 30-mile route). 
They are permitted to use motor 
vehicles, but are required to fur- 
nish sufficient equipment to han- 
dle postal business properly.

Record Supply 
01 Meat in 1947 

\ 5 0 Pounds for Each Person 
In U. S. Is Predicted by 
Commerce Department. 

WASHINGTON. - Enough meat 
may be produced in 1947 to provide 
each person In the United States 
with 150 pounds— more than at any 
time In the last 35 years— according 
to the department of commerce. 
This finding is contained In a broad 
analysis of industrial trends and 
trade prospects for the year. 

Highlights of the analysis, which 
the department said is "subject to 
the unsettled conditions of reconver- 
sion prevailing In all phases of in- 

findings: 



FOOD SUPPLIES-There should 
be more butter, fish, fresh fruits 
canned fruits and vegetables 
Juices than last year, and "pros- 
pects are that 1947 food supplies will 
continue at the record 1946 levels." 

No changes will be observable In 
supplies of chicken, turkey, con- 
densed and evaporated milk, cheese, 
ice cream and dried skim milk. 
Eggs, fresh vegetables and total 
milk in aU forms may be somewhat 
more plentiful than in 1946. 

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES - 
Blended whisky should be "ample" 
and brandies, rum and gin, both do- 
mestic and imported, "easily ob- 
tainable." Scotch will remain 

TOBACCO - Production probably 
will continue near record levels, 
and cigarette soles may top 1946 fig- 
ures "despite some increase in 
prices." 

Demand for furniture is expected 
to exceed supply during 1947 al- 
though the industry expects to reach 
peak production. 

General Products. 

Electrical appliances will continue 
to have a "seller" market into the 
middle of 1947. 

Output and trade in hardware Is 
expected to surpass all previous rec- 
ords, but plumbing and heating 
items seem likely to continue in 
short supply. 

Printing and publishing Industry 
will be hampered by paper and 
equipment shortages, despite Im- 
provement in output. Advertising 
revenue "should continue to In- 
crease as the sellers' market 
changes to a buyers' market and 
manufacturers use aU the selling 
tools they can." 

Radio production will reach new 
high in 1947. At least 250,000 tele- 
vision sets should be on the market. 

About 500 miUion pairs of leather 
shoes are to be made and consumers 
are expected to buy about four pairs 
to the person. 

Movies may reach Into thousands 
of smaU communities as a result of 
development of "16-mm theaters 
built in communities where no regu- 
lar theaters exist."

Your 
piano, too, should have this excess 
polish removed when it begins to 
lose its bright look. Clean a small 
portion at a time, using a soapy 
cloth well wrung out, followed by a 
damp rinsing cloth; and wipe dry 
before going on to the next spot. Al- 
low to dry well before re-applying 
polish.

There Is No Excuse for a Telephone Strike 
And We Are Trying Hard to Avoid One 



Negotiations With the Union Have Been Going On Since February 17. They 
Are Still Proceeding and Your Telephone Company Has Hopes That An 
Agreement Can Be Reached That Will Be Fair to Everybody 



The Southern Bell Telephone Company believes that its 
employees should be well paid, and that their wages should 
compare favorably with those paid by other concerns in the 
community for work requiring similar skill and equivalent 
training. To make sure that this policy is carried out, we are 
continuously comparing our wages with other wages. 

In the present negotiations with the union, we have of- 
fered a renewal of our present liberal contract, but the union 
insists upon unreasonably large wage increases. 

WAGE RATE INCREASES IN 1945 AND 1946 
AMOUNTED TO APPROXIMATELY 
26 MILLION DOLLARS 

Telephone employees' wage rates are now the highest in 
history. They have been increased 75 per cent since January, 
1941. The largest increases have been in recent years, and 
only last year and in 1945, wage increases granted added ap- 
proximately 26 million dollars to the annual pay of our em- 
ployees. 

These are increases in wage rates and are in addition to 
millions of dollars in regularly scheduled raises given our em- 
ployees. 

This is an important point to remember in any discussion 
of telephone wages. 

These regular raises have been an advantage to telephone 
employees for many years. 

Under our present contract, thousands of our employees 
receive wage increases as often as every three months. Other 
thousands receive increases every six months or every year. 

HERE ARE SOME TYPICAL 
RATES OF PAY 

A five-day, 40-hour week is the basic work period. Non- 
supervisory employees, such as operators, linemen, installers 
and repairmen receive overtime pay for work beyond eight 
hours a day, 40 hours a week, and also receive premium pay for 
Sunday, holiday and evening and night work.

UNION DEMANDS TOTAL $69,000,000 A YEAR 
THIS IS EQUAL TO AN INCREASE OF 
$3.30 A MONTH IN THE AVERAGE TELEPHONE BILL 

The demands of the union on wages and other matters 
would increase the cost of providing telephone service by about 
$69,000,000 a year. This comes to 70 per cent of the company's 
wage payments in 1946. It is more than 6 times our net income 
in 1946. It would make our pay roll alone over two million 
dollars more than the total of all the money we took in last year. 

In terms of the average telephone bill, it amounts to about 
$3.30 per month for every one of a little more than 1,731,000 
telephone subscribers, and it is the telephone user, after all, who 
. pays us the money that we pay out in wages. Wages that are 
too low are not fair to the employees—who do the work. Wages 
that are too high are not fair to the public — who buy the service. 

FURTHER INCREASES IN WAGES WOULD NECESSITATE 
ADDITIONAL INCREASES IN OUR RATES 

We earnestly desire to go as far as possible in meeting the 
wishes of our employees and the union. But their demands must 
be practical and realistic. The earnings of the company are 
such that we are now appearing before the public service com- 
missions throughout the southeast asking for increases in rates 
to help meet the cost of wage increases granted last year. Should 
present negotiations result in large wage increases, we must 
immediately seek additional telephone rate increases to meet 
the increase in expenses. It is with this in mind that we are 
proceeding in our present negotiations with the union. 

AN OBLIGATION TO THE PUBLIC WELFARE 

The telephone company is asking union leadership to recog- 
nize the obligation of all of us to you— the public. We are point- 
ing out to the union in our meetings that only by rendering a 
constantly improved service in the most efficient manner pos- 
sible can the employees, the union, and the management con- 
tinue to deserve your good will. We must not disregard the 
welfare of the public, either in our charge for service or the 
quality and continuity of the service we render. 

In view of the facts presented here, there does not seem to 
be justification for a complete revision of our working practices 
as requested by the union, nor for such large wage demands. 
Consequently we have offered the union a year's renewal of the 
present liberal contract, but with the right to re-open the matter 
of wages at a time when changes in conditions may justify. We 
sincerely hope the union will accept this offer. 

We want to keep our employees happy about their wages 
and their jobs. We want to keep you pleased with your tele- 
phone rates and service. And, we want to keep our investors 
satisfied about the money they have put in the telephone busi- 
ness. For it takes all three — telephone user, worker and in- 
vestor—to keep this business going. 

A telephone strike would be such a serious thing for you, 
for telephone employees, and for the telephone company that 
everything possible is being done to prevent it. There is no ex- 
cuse for a telephone strike.

steamed bed 12 by 100 ft and not 
over 20 pounds of 20% super- 
phosphate on a burned bed the 
same size.

New Germ Killer Is Proved 

Superior to Penicillin 

CHICAGO. — An extract of beef 
brains and other organs that has 
proved to be superior to penicillin 
In some respects has been used on 
mice inoculated with certain sta- 
phylococcus germs, according to the 
current issue of the Journal of Bac- 
teriology. 

The paper, by Leo G. Mutini and 
Sister Eva Maria Lynch of the In- 
stitutum Divi Thomae of Cincinnati, 
indicated that the brain extract 
held mortality to .9 per cent, as 
against 75 per cent for untreated 
mice, when used as a preventive. 
As a cure, it appeared to hold fatali- 
ties to zero, while rats treated with 
penicillin suffered 10 to 80 per cent 
mortality, according to size of dos-
